30 Min. of 
Longitude ona rifing Ground, and the 
exterior Weltern Angles made by the 
Pieton falling into the Sambre, having the 
a River Sambre on the South, . that of 
e Fietonon the Welt, and on the Eaft 

a : da Marth; infomuch that it can be 
attack’d only on one fide, and that too is 
well guarded with Forts. This Town was 
built in the Year, 1665. in ornear a {naall 
Village cal?d Charnoy, 
of Caftel- Rodrigo, on. purpofe to curb the 
inrodes of the French Garrifons betwixt 
r e Sambre and the Maes or Mexfe, and 
call’d Charleroy in honour “of the pre- 
fent King of. Spain, — But it was foon 
indon’d by the Spaniards upon the ap- 
oach of the Enemy, the Fortifications 
being thea ftrong: enough to endure 
formal Siege ; whereupon. the French 
hing in 1667. took poileffien thereof, who 
hiving obferv’d that it was feated not a- 
bove fix Leagues from Namur, as Many 
from Mois, and about 12 or 13 from 
Pv wfels, and therefore a pprchending that 
it wight very much facilicate the profe- 
cation of the Defign which had» been 
forty him to feize on the Province of 
Brabant apd. the remainder of that of 
f/,cant, Unought fit to employ his formi-

dable Army for the fpace of 1§ Days in 
repairing the ruins of the Fortrefs. Then 
leaving a competent Garrifon therein, he 
gave Orders to the Governear to render 
it yet more ftrong by the addition of di- 
vers new Works, and to proceed with all 
poflible diligence and fpeed, fo that ina 
very little while it became one of the moft 
confiderable Holds that remain at prefent 
throughout all the adjacent Countries. 
Charleroy was alfo refign’d to the Frencls 
by Vertue of a Treaty of Peace con- 
Cluded at Aix-la-Chappelle on the fecond 
Day of Atay, A. D. 1668. but his moft 
Excellent. Majefty King William, then 
Prince of Orange, being aflifted with the 
Spanifh Forces, endeavour’d to make him- 
felf Mafter theréof about the end of the 
Year, 1672. neverthelefs he was oblig’d 
to raife that Siege in December ,; and the 
like Attempt -prov’d ineffeétual in the 
Month of August, 4.D. 1677. Hows 
ever, the Place was at length deliver’d to 
the Spawiards in 1678. according to the 
Articles of the Treaty of Nimueguen, 
and. as yet remains in their poffefiion. 
This Fortrefs, by reafon of its Situation 
betwixt the two late Conquefts of the 
French Monarch, viz. Mons and Namur, 
intercepts their Com munication, rendring 
them in a manner ufelefs, and ftill con- 
tinues extremely to infeft his Troops,

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TH or AETH, a {mall 
Fortiied Town of the Low 


Countries, is firuated in the Lati- 
tude of 50 Degrees, 20 Minutes, 
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I H. 


and the Longitude of 19 Degrees, 
50 Minutes, on both fides of the Ri- 
ver Dender in the Province of Hay- 
nast, being diftant a League and a half 
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from Leffines,to theS.& 5 fromT ournay 
towards the Eaft, and ftands almoit 
ia the midft between Oudenara to the 
North, and Mons to the South, at 
the diltance of about five Leagues 
trom both thefe Places. Here was 
concluded a Treaty of Peace in the 
Year, 1357. betwixt Wenceflaus 
Duke of Brabant and Lewes Count of 
Flanders; andthis Town was taken 
from the Spaniards, A, D. 1667. by 
the Freach King Lewes XIV. to 
whom it was. yieded up ia the Year 
enfying, together with all the adja- 
cent’ Ferritories, by vertue of the 
Treaty of Aix-la-Chappelle, and forti 
fied with divers new Works, accord- 
ing to the direction of Monfieur de 
Vawban Engencer General of Fraace ; 
but at length it was reftor’d to the 
Spansards, the prefent Poileffors 


thereof, conformably to the Articles 
of another Treaty of Peace ratitied 
at Nimueguen, A. D. 1678. 

Altho the extent of deth is very {mall, 
meverthele{S tc is a pleafant and 
wealthyTown,in regard that the chief 
Mart of Linnen for the whole Province 
istherein eftablifh’d, che Cloth here 
fold amounting to the Sum of 
200000 Crowns per Annan. It is 
alio advantagiouily feated on the 
Frontiers of Flanders, and hath 
brought forth divers Learned Men,

upper Bretaigne, ftands on a 


Rock in the Sea, call’d the Ifland 
of St. Aaron, and is joyn’d to the main 
Land by the means of a Bridge or long 


MALO. 


Caufe-way, the entrance wheréof is de- 
fended by a ftrong Caftle, flanked with 
large Towers, feveral deep Ditches, 
and a fufficient Garrifon. It was found- 
ed on the Ruins of ancient ler, or 
Guid-Aletb, that is to fay, the Town 
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of Alerh, according to the fignification 
of the old Britifh word, and took its 
Name from shat of ,its' firft Bilho 

Maclovius or Macutus, as it is exprefs’d 
in the Martyrologies of the adjacent 
Country. Itisdiftant 16 Leagues from 
St. Briewx to the North-eaft, 3 from 
Doi to the North-weft, and #4 from 
Rennes to the North, being feated inthe 
Latitude of 48 Deg. 40 Min. and*the 
.. Longitude of 18 Deg. 10 Min. This 
Harbour was formerly very much fre- 
quented by the Spaniards, .who were 
wont here to barter cheir Commodi 
tics with the French, which were often 
fpoiled by the Englfh', during the 
Wars that they muntain’d againit the 
latter, more efpecially fince the time of 
King Henry Vil. Jt is alfo, at pre- 
fent, one of the molt famous Ports of 
Europe, and the Inhabitants are efteem’d 


asthe moft hardy and skilful Marinéfs’ 


of France ; by which means great num- 
bers of Privateers are, in times of War, 
from hence fitted out, who, at prefent, 
do very much annoy the Englifh and 
Durch Trade to the Streights, Weft-In- 
dies, &c, Moreover, the Town is 
of very great Importance, as well on 
the Account of the confiderable Traf- 
fick, there eftablifh’d, from all Parts, 
as by reafon that it is one of the Keys 
ef the Kingdom; being a Place of ex- 
traordinary Natural, as well as Arti- 
ficial Strength , itis, as is faid before, 
joyned to the Land by a fmall Caufey 
only, of ‘not above 30 Fathom’s broad, 
and to the Sea, encompafled by a 


Shoal or Bank of Sand, and round a- 
bout, out at Sea, lye a great Number 
of little Hlamds and Roeks: (as. may be 
feen inthe Chart annexed) which makes 
the Entrance.to the Harbour extremely 
difficule to thofe that are mot very well 
acquainted with it. .. 

This Place had been, heretofore, 
only an Abbey when tlie Biffoprick of 
Qmideler was tranflared thither. in the 
Year, 1172. and hath ever fince. re- 
tain’d the Title of an Epifcopal See, 
under the Metropolitan of Tours. The 
Cathedral, dedicated to St. Vincent, is 
one of the moft ancient of Frazce, and 
the Canons, formerly Regular, were 
render’d’ Secular by Pope john XXII. 
whillt Alain Gontier was bifhop of that 
Diocefs. The Church of St. AZo hath 
canoniz’d eight of her Prelates for 
Saints, and the laft of thefe is Jean de 
la Grille. who in 1650. remov'd his 
Epifcopal See to the Ifland of St. Aaron 
The Chapter is compos’d of a Dean, 
two Arch-deacons, a Chanter and di 
vers Canons. Befides the Cathedral, 
there are feveral Monafterics , and 
fome other publick Edifices. _It is re- 
ported, that when the Gates of the 
Town are {hut up, 12 Maftive Dogs 
are ufually let loofe to prevent it from 
being furpriz’d by Enemies. ‘Yacques 
Cartier, who firlt difcover’d Canada or 
New France, was a Native of this place, 
and Guillaume le Governenr Bifhop of 
St. Malo, hath publifh’d a Volume of 
the Synedal Ordinances, 4: D. 1618.

TPUME Ifland of Bell-Jfle, 
Latin, Calonefus, is fitaated on and the Longitude of 17 Deg. its larg- 
the Southern Coafts of the Provinceof eft extent, from Welt to Eaft, being 
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about four Leagues, its greateft breadth 
two, and the leaft three quarters of a 
League. It lics at the diftance only of 
four or five common French Mikes from 
the Continent of France, and is almoft 
every where environd with fimall 
lands or Rocks: It hath a fair Har- 
bour, and fome confiderable Caftles over 
againit Vennes and Auray. The whole 
Iiland is, at prefent, divided into four 
Parifhes, and tho’ of a finall compafs, 
yet affords abundance of good Pafture 
for Cattel ; it is alfo remarkable for its 
Salt-Pits, and on the account of the 
frequent Paflage of Veflels along the 
Coalts. thereof. 

Bell-J/le was heretofore poflefsd by 
the Monks of the Abbey of St. Crosx 


of Quimper, but Charles 1X. King of 
France crected it intoa Marquifate, and 
gave it to the Count of Rais, A. D. 
1§73- Ihe Abbey hath been alfo en- 
dowed with fo plentiful a Revenue, 
that it was efteem’d as a competent 
Preferment for Avtony of Bourbon, bafe 
Brother to King Henry 1V. tobe cre- 
ated Lord Abbot of the fame Mona- 
{tery. The principal Place, call’d the 
Town, is adorned with a very ftately 
Citadel or Caftle, mam’d the Palace, 
and fo well fortified of late, accord- 
ing to the modern Method, that it is 
even reputed to be impregnable. 

This Ifland is the ufual Rendezvoufe 
of the French King’s Fleet when they 
put out to Sea. 
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NEWPORT. 


HE ftrong Townof Newport, in cy ofits Harbour, whereas it was before 
Latin, Novus Portus, was focall’d known by thename of Sandehooft, as it 
inthe Year, 1385. fromthe convenien- were the Head of the Sands: It is {eat- 
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ed onthe utmoit limits of the Eaftern 
Flanders, near the Mouth of the fmall 
River Yperlce, in the Latitude of 51 
Degrees 15 Minutes, and the Longi- 
tude of 23 Degrees 55 Minutes, being 
diftant 5 Leagues from Dunkirk to the 
Eaft, 3 from Offendto the Weft, and 
s from Jpres to the North, as alfo 
3 from Dixmuyd, and 2 from Furnes, 
The Channel of the Riveris not very 
deep , but in failing into the Sea it 
makes a long and fecure Haven, efpe- 
cially during the High Tides, which 
neverthelefs is {carcely capable of con- 
taining Veflels of any great Burden, 
and on that account not much frequent- 
ed by Men of War,nor enrich’d by Pira- 
cies. The Town it felf isa place of 
confiderable Strength, by reafon of its 
advantageous Situation, and is well 
fortified witha Caftle, divers Baftions, 
Forts and other regular Works. The 
Streets are broad and ftraity but the 
Houfs are generally low and built with 
Timber ; here alfo ftood two Cloyfters 
and a f{pacious Cathedral Church. 

The Inhabitants of Wewport-formerly 
enjoy’d very great Privileges, granted 
to them by Philip of Alfatia in 1168. 
bute at prefent they are chiefly main- 
tain’d by Fifhing. This. Town was 
heretofore burnt by the Englifh and 
the Citizens of Gaunt, excepting the 
fmall Caftle erected by Philip the Hardy, 
into which the burghers fled for refuge, 
but it was afterward rebuilt and ren- 
der’d more beautiful. In the Month of 
July, A. D. 1488. the Towns-men 
gain’d much Honour, after having re- 
pulfed three Alfiults of the French, 
who had befieg’d them with an Army 
of 1800 Men. Newpore was at firft 
poilefs’d by the States of Flanders in 
the beginning of the Wars of the Low 
Countries, but foon fell into the hands 


of the Prince of Parma, and became 
fubjeé&t to the dominion of the King of 
Spain. However, in, the Year 1600. 
the States of the United Provinces de- 
termin’d to lay Siege thereto, and to 
take it from the Arch-duke Albert, who 
had lately enter’d upon his Govern- 
ment: Tothis end, anumerous Ariny 
was levied, and the Command thereof 
given to his Excellency Maurice of 
Naffaw, Prince of Orange, a vaft Fleet 
being prepar’d at the fame time, con- 
fitting of about 2800 Sail of all forts 
of Veflels ; which was driven, by con- 
trary Winds, for fome time, and: at 
length arriv’d at Fort Philippine, where 
the Forces landed, and marching 
through the Country of Flanders, 
ftorm’d divers Fortrefles in their way, 
until they encamp’d on the Downs, 
before Newport, towards Dunkirk, whillt 
Count Erneft of Neffaw, with his Regi- 
ment and that of the Scotch, took up 
his Quarters towards Offend, on pur- 
pofe that the Town might be blockt up 
on both fides the Harbour. 

In the mean while the Arch-duke hay- 
ing receiv’d Information of thefe Pro- 
ceedings, haftily appeas’d the muti- 
nous Spaniards, and within a few days 
rais‘'d an Army of 12000 Foot and a- 
bout 3000 Horfe, with which he fpeed- 
ily fet forward to meet that of the 
States. Then Prince AZaurice adver- 
tis’d of his Arrival fent Count Ernest, 
his Coufin, to feize on a Bridge through 
which the Enemy were to pafs, or at 


leaft to-put a. ftop to their Progrefs for 


fome time, together with 2000 Scotch, 
as many Zealanders, fome Troops of 
Horfe and two picces of Artillery. 
But the Arch-duke had already taken 
pofleflion of this Pot, and the Count, 
having fought valiantly for a long 
while, was conftrain’d to retire, after 

the 























the Lofs of his Canon and about 800 
Men. Afterward the former having 
led his whole Army over the faid 
Bridge, march’d along the Sea-fhoar, 
wheeling about to the right towards 
Newport, with a defign to attack the 
Forces of the States in their Camp, 
promifing to himfelf the Viétory, by 
reafon of the good fuccef$S which his 
Party had obtain‘ in the Morning. 
However, Prince Afaurice, expecting 
their Approach, drewup his Army in 
Battalia in an advantageous Place , 
having the Wind on his fide, whilft 
the Sun declining to the Welt, dart- 
ed its Beams on the Enemies Faces. 
Thus, about two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon, he began to charge the 
Spaniards, on the Sands, with un- 
daunted Courage, and levell’d his 
Canon againft their Horfe, whereby 
they were very much annoyed. 

The Battel continued for the fpace 
of three Hours with incredible Fury, 
and the inftigations, on each fide, 
were equally fierce, for both Parties 
being excited, partly through the de- 
fire of Honour, and partly through 
Hatred, each of them hoped to over- 
come; and, as if they had defpair’d 
at the fame time, would rather die 
than be vanquifhed. The Squadrons 
on each fide, feem'd, as it were, to 
billow up and down like Waves, 
fometimes advancing and fometimes 
giving back; the Place on which 
they fought being fill’d with dead 
and wounded Men, and the Comba- 
tants full of Sweat, Blood and Rage. 
Thus the event was for a long time 
dubious, Fortune feeming fometimes 
to favour one fide, and fometimes 


another, until, at laft, the Regiment 
of Frifons, returning to the Charge 
in one Quarter, Sir Francis Vere and 
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Colonel Horatio, his Baother ,toze- 
ther with the Englifh under their 
Command in another, and Mr. Dom- 
merville, with the French Troops, in 
a third, furioufly affanited the Spa- 
niayvds and mutinous Jraljans that ob- 
{tinately maintain’d the Fight, info- 
much that the whole Body of the 
Army was entirely difcomfited, and 
the Arch-duke Albert oblig’d to efcape, 
by flight, to Bruges. 

The number of thofe that were 
flain in the Spamjh Camp, amounted 
to above 6000 Men, and about 7 or 
800 were taken Prifoners, among 
whom was the Admiral of rragou. 
The Arch-duke left fix pieces of Ar- 
tillery , and thofe which had been 
taken in the Morning from Count 
Erneft, were recover'd, befides 106 
Standards and 5 Cornets, which were 
fent to the Hague, and hung up in the 
Grand Hall of the Court, near thofe 
of the Battel of Turnhout, to ferve as 
fo many Trophies of thofe advantages 
which had been gain’d by the States 
over the Spaniards. This is the fo fa- 
mous Battel of Newport, or of the 
Downs, wherein, according to the 
ufual Sports of Fortune, a puiflant 
Army was overcome, that thoughr at 
felf fure of the Vidtory ; which, in- 
deed, was chiefly owing to the Valour 
and prudent Condué of Sir Francis 
Vere and his Brother, and the Englifh 
Forces under their Command ; for it 
is certain, that the fury of that days 
Action fell upon 1600 of them,’ one 
half of whom were {lain or wounded ; 
and that they, ina manner, bore the 
whole burden and heat of the Battel, 
fo that little more was left for the 
Body of the Confederate Army to 
do, than to purfue the Fugitives. At 
that time Prince A%aurice of Naffaw 
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routed the Forces of Arch-duke 
Albert on the fame day of the 
Month, and in the very fame 
Place, where Albert ot Auftria, 
Emperor, had been in like man- 
ner defeated by Adolphus, Earl of 
Naffaw, A.D. 1298. 

Newport hath been alfo famous 
for bringing forth divers learned 
Men, and among others, Cornelius 
Schepper, Lord of Eecke and Coun- 
fellor of State to the Emperour 
Charles V. who was well vers’d in 
the knowledge of many Langua- 
ges, and altho’ a Perfon of mean 
Extration, yet, through his Merit, 
was advanc’d toa very high Sta- 
tion. FelbuaClittovans, one of the 


f 





moft able Divines and excellent 
Mathematicians of his time, was 
alfo a Native of this Town, which 
is as yet a Place of no {mall Im- 
portance, and remains in the pof- 
feflion of the Spaniards. Abouta 
League and an half from hence, 
onthe Road to Dunkirk (accord: 
ing to the Teftimony of Geéccisr- 
din) {tood a fair Abbey, built on 
the Downs, and dedicated to S. Ber: 
ward, in which Monaftery was 
erected a moft magnificent and 
famous Library, fill?d with variety 
of choice Books and rare ancient 
Manufcripts, in divers Languages, 


and relating to all forts of Sct 
ENCES, 
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OSTEND 


HE fmall Town of Offend or as it were the Eaftern end, is one of 
Ooftende, according to the pro- the five principal Ports of the Province 
nunciation of the Inhabitants, focall’d of Flaxders, and derives its Name 
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from the Bounds oppofite to the rifing 
Sun, as a Village that ftood toward 
the Welt, near Newport, obtain’d that of 
Weftend. It is diftant three Leagues 
from Newport to the North-eaft, about 
four from Bruges to the Welt, and two 
from Oudenburg to the North, being 
fituated in the Latitude of 5: Degrees, 
20 Minutes, and the Longitude of 
24 Degrees, 5 Minutes, at the Mouth 
of the little River of Gueule, on the 
Shoar of the German Ocean; in the 
midi of a Moorifh Ground, and of 
~ divers Channels which traverfe the 
Continent: But it is chiefly encom- 
pafs'd, almoft on all fides, by two of 
the largeft of them, through which 
the Sea flows into the main Land, and 
fwells to fo great an heighth, at the 
Spring-tides, that the Town feems ra- 
ther to be buried than feated therein. 
This Place was, heretofore, an open 
Campaign, and ferved rather as an Ha- 
bitation for Shepherds than a Covert 
for Soldiers ; but the advantagious 
fituation thereof being afterward con- 
fidered, the Houfes were enclos’d with 
a Plat-form inftead of a Wall, and at 
length with a Mud-wall, which was 
fcarcely finifh’d when Albert, Arch-diike 
of Axftria, fet down before it, info- 
much, that (as it is reported) the 
Arch-dutchefs. Habel folemnly fwore, 
That fhe would not fhift her Smock 
until the Town-was taken ; but if this 
Princefs had kept thatxalh Oath, it is 
probable that fhe might have dyed of 


the lowfey Difeafe, fince the Place 


having receiv’d a Garrifon of Englifh 
Soldiers, fuftain°’d a continual Affaule 
of the Spanifk Forces above three years, 
of which famous Siege it may not be 
amits here to fubjoyn a brief Account. 
Offend hath been fince fo regularly 
fortified with eight Bulwarks, a large 
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Trench, divers Baitions, Oc. that it 
is cftcemed, as it were, impregnable, 
and one of the ftrongeft Holds of the 
Low Countries. It is divided into 
two parts, call’d the old Town and 
the new, the former of thefe, being 
the lefler, lying toward the Sea, and 
the other toward the Land, Thie old 
Town is defended from the fury of 
the Ocean by huge Piles of Wood 
driven into the Ground and joyn’d te- 
gether, where the Waves ‘fufficiently 
fupply the partof a Ditch. The fame 
thing may be affirm’d with refpedct to 
the Channels on both fides, more efpe- 
cially at full Sea, fince they then be- 
come fecure Havens, and arecapable of 
receiving all forts of Veflels, whilft 
Barks of a mean fize pafs, at all times, 
through thefe Channels into the Dykes, 
and from thence into feveral parts of 
the Town, which is indeed of a fmall 
compais, and ennobled by its Situation 
and Fortifications, rather than by any 
Splendor, either of the Inhabitants or 
Houfes ; neverthelefS, the Buildings 
are, at prefent, beautiful and uniform, 
although not very high; the Streets 
are alfo well pav'd level and ftrait, 
which regularity is to be attributed to 
the founding of them all together at 
the fame time, in regard that fcarcely 
an Houfe remain’d ftanding after the 
above-mention‘d notable Siege. 

The States of the United Provinces 
were very follicitous, during the Wars 
of the Low Countries, that Offend 
fhould be carefully preferv’d, and 
caus’d it to be plentifully provided 
with Men, Ammunition, Artillery, 
and whatever elfe was judg’d to be 
neceflary for its defence, infomuch, 
that the Prince of Parma was oblig'd 
to abandon it, when he purfued his 
Victories throughout the other _— 
an 
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and Fortrefles of Flanders in the Year, 
1578. Buton the 28th day of AZarch, 
i 585. the Sieur de la Motte, Governor 
of Graveling, attempted an Enterprize, 
which, in the beginning, fucceeded 


fo profperoufly, that he made himfelf 


Mafter of the old Town, wherein 
then ftood a large Church, from 
whence the whole circumference of the 
Place might be commanded with Muf- 
at fhot; this part was feparated 
rom the other by a Bridge, the Cu- 
ftody whereof, the faid Sieur de la 
Motte, had committed to one of his 
Captains, whilft the remainder of his 
Troops enter’d through the Harbour ; 
1a the 
the new Town took up Arms, and 
fo extremely terrified the Aflailants in 
the old, that they foon quitted their 
Polt, to the great regret of la Motte, 


who being very much annoyed by. 


the Fire of the Cannon that incef- 


fantly play’d upon his Soldiers, was 


conftrain’d to retreat, not knowing 
on whom to lay the blame of this Mif- 
carriage. 

In the Year, 1596. Albert, Arch- 
duke of Aufiria and Vice-roy of the 
Low Countries, having taken the Town 
of Calais from the French, the Inhabi- 
tants of Flanaers earneftly follicited him 
to befiege that of Offend, by reafon that 
the Garrifon thereof continually in- 
fefted their Country and rais’d vaftCon- 
tributions, promifing, at the fame 
time, to tranfmit to him, within the 


fpace of three Months, the Sum of 


3000 Florins for defraying the Charges 
of his Expedition: Whereupon, the 
Prince appear’d, together with his Ar- 
my, before the Town, and difcharg’d 
fome Cannon-fhot againft the Walls, 
but foon retir’'d ; infomuch, that the 
Flemmings were compell’d to ereét 


mean while the Garrifon of 


feventeen or eighteen Forts round a- 
bout it, to hinder the Inrodes of 
the Offenders, and their Exactions 
throughout the adjacent Territories. 
However, thefe Expedients were found 
to be prejudicial to themfelves, and 
amounted even to a greater Expence 
than the aforefaid Contributions had 
before done. Whereupon, the Arch- 
duke was induc’d to lay a formal Siege 
to Offend, fending thither the Count 
Frederick Vanden Berghe in Quality of 
Camp-Mafter-General. The Leaguer 
was begun on the sth day of July, 
A.D. 1601. and continued until the 
2oth of Septemb. 1604. that is to fay, 
three Years, two Months and fifteen 
Days; during which time the Town 
was attack’d after all forts of manners, 
and molt valiantly defended, without 
fparing any Cofts or having regard to 
the lofs of Men on either fide, fo that 
the United Provinces disburs’d four 
Millions on this account, and the Arch- 
cuke likewife an exceflive Sum of Mony. 
For the Country of Flanders not only 
contributed. at firft 9000 Floris per 
Month for the payment of the Garri 
fons, but alfo fifteen hundred thoufanc 
Florins as an extraordinary Afleflment, 
befides fourteen thoufand Florins pe 
Month paid in the beginning, which 
amount, in the whole Sum, to twenty 
two thoufand Florins per Month. ‘The 
number of Men flain is very great, and 
almoft incredible; for it is reported, 
That the Spaniards loft 78124 Soldiers 
of their Army, and at that time the 
conftant Opinion was, That partly by 
the Sword, and partly through Sick- 
nefs, above an hundred thoufand pe- 
rifh’d on both fides. 

It would be too tedious, here, to re- 
count all the Sallics of the Kefieged, 
and all the Attacks of the Beliegers, 








or to defcribe all the Forts erected , 
new Warlike Inftruments invented , 
and rare Stratagems ufed on this oc- 
cafion by both Parties; all thefe par- 
ticular Circumftances being enumera- 
. ted in divers printed Narratives, we 
fhall referr the Reader to them; only 
it ought to be obferved, that the con- 
tinuance of this obftinate Siege, the 
like whereof hath not been recorded 
in any Hiftory, was, more cfpecially, 
owing tothe undaunted Courage of the 
Enclifh Forces, and the prudent con- 
duct of their valiant Commander Sir 
Francis Vere; neither was the Town 
farrender’d, at laft, for want of Am- 
munition, Provifions, or of Men or 
Courage, but through a defect of 
Ground to be defended, when the Be- 
fieged moft abounded in all things ne- 
ceilary for their defence; for having 
loft one Fortification after another, 
and being thus oblig’d to raife new 
Works one within another, at length 
no place was left whereto they might 
retreat. And, indeed, after the place 
was deliver'd up, there appear’d no- 
thing but a mifhapen Chaos of Earth, 
which hardly retain’d any fhew of 
the firlt Ofend, contilting almoft alto- 
gether of Trenches fili’d up, Curtains 
demolifh’d, Ramparts torn in pieces, 
Half-moons, Flanks and Redoubts fo 
confus'd one with another, that they 
could not be diftinguifh’d, nor could it 
be difcern’d on which fide the Affaults, 
and on which the Defences were 
made. 

Thus, at length, the Befieged were 
conftrain’d to yicld up their Hold to 
Ambrofio Spinola the Sparifh General , 
to whom the management of the Siege 
had been, for fome time, committed 
by the Arch-dukes and obtain’d all 


the molt honourable Conditions that

could bedefir’d. It was a furprizing 
Objet to fee fo many Soldiers march- 
ing oat from thence, to the number of 
4000, all robuft and healthful, as hay- 
ing enjoy’d great plenty of all forts 
of Provifions in Offend, by reafon of 
their continual Succours 5; infomuch, 
that befides great ftore of Artillery, 
there was left in the Town fuch 
confiderable quantities of Vitals, 
Ammunition, and whatfoever elfe 
could be requifite for the defence of a 
Royal Fortrefs, that the like was ne- 
ver found inany other place. More- 
over, if is worth the while to take no- 
tice of fome other Accidents which hap- 
pen’d during this memorable Siege, viz. 
That the playing of the Batteries a- 
gainft the Sand-hill Rampart, was fo 
far from demolifhing it, that it be- 
came, as it were, a Wall of fron after 
many Cannon-balls had been lodg’d 
therein, all the frefh Bullets flying in 
pieces as foon as they dafh’d againft it ; 
fothat fome Perfons (as they fay) of- 
fer’d to bear the charges of erecting 
that Bulwark anew, even from the foun 
dation, in cafe they might receive the 
Bullets for their recompence. Ir was 
alfo obferv’d, Thata certain Ingineer 
in the Spaxifh Camp, fometimes fhot a 
Bullet into a charg’d Canon which was 
mounted on the Walls of the Town, 
the Powder whereof immediarely took 
Fire, and fent back, to the Enemies, 
two Balls for one. 

In 1658. that famous Politician, 
Cardinal Afazarine, endeavour’d to 
make himfelf Mafter of Offend; but 
his Defign was fruftrated, an Ambufh 
being laid for the Frexch Forces that 
were fent to furprize the Town, as it 
is related, at large, by a Spamifh Gen- 
tleman who perfonated the Governour 
during fome hours, although the yt

fhal @’ Aumont, vainly imagining 
that he fhould foon execute his 
Commifion with great facility , 
difpatch’d a Letter to the Cardinal, 
acquainting him, That their Pro 
ject had actually taken etkét. 
Whereupon the latter immedi- 
ately fending the fame News to 
Franckfurt, the Electors were ve- 
ry much ftartled, and their Pro- 
ceedings in the Election of a King 
of the Romans for fome time. inter- 
rupted. We are inform’d by 
Gaicciardin, that in the Month of 
Novems. A.D. 1404. eight mon- 
{trous Fifhes were tiken in the 
Channel over again{t Offend, the 
greatelt part whercof were feventy

gether like to a domettick one, as 
to its Shape and Subitance, which 
was afterward tran{ported to 7 owr- 
nay, and fold to the Butchers and 
Fifh-mongers, in regard that it 
came nearer to the likenefs and 
talte of che Flefh of Bealts than 
that of Fifhes.

HE Metropolis of the Province alfo Montes Hannonia, or fimply Adon. 
of Haynaut, call’d Berghen by the tes in Latin, isone of the chief of the 
Flemings, and Berg by the Germans, as Low Countries, and derives its Name 
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from its Situation on a rifing Ground, 
theafcent whereto, neverthelefs, is fo 
gentle, that it cannot properly be 
term’d Mountainous, yet one tide runs 
upto a very great height, on the top 
whereof lies a f{pacious Plain that af- 
fords a very pleafaat Profpect of the 
adjacent Te:rt.ories, where the Youth 
of the City are frequently wont to di- 
vert themf.lves with divers forts of 
Games and Exercifes, It is feated on 
the Banks of the fmall River 7rxde, 
which a little below falls into the 
Hayne; almoft in the midft between 
Doway to the Weft, and Namur to the 
Eaft, being diftant 12 Leagues from 
both; two from St. Ghiflamw to the 
Ealt, fix from /’alenciennes to the North- 
eaft, ten from Bruxels, as many from 
Philipville » and nine from Tournay ; 
the Latitude thereof is 50 Degrees and 
25 Minutes, and the Longitude 20 De- 
grees and 45 Minutes. The Place is 
very ftrong, in regard that the Country 
round about may be eafily overflown 
by drawing up many Sluces, and let- 
ting in the Waters of the Hayne and 
Trulle ; for the City ftands near the 
confluence of thefe two Rivers, and the 
latter pafleth thro’ it on the lower fide. 
Befides this natural Strength of irs 
Situation, it is. furrounded with a 
Stone-wall, together with three large 
and deep Ditches, and fortified witha 
ftrong Caftie and firm Ramparts. 

This City hath a confiderable ex- 
tent, and is beautified with many 
ftately Edifices, as well private as pub- 
lick, particularly, the Palace where 
the Council of the Province is ufually 
holden. Hereare alfoa great number 
of Springs of clear Water, with 
which the Inhabitants are continually 
fupplied , there being fcarcely any 
Place throughout Europe better provi- 


ded with Conduits for that purpofe. 
Mons is alfo famous on the account of 
its Trafick and Manufa@ures, more 
efpecially, for the making of a fort of 
Stuffs call’d Suyes. Among othe: 
pious Foundations, here is a famous 
College of Canonefles, that was found- 
ec by St. Waldrude or Gualtrude, Prin- 
cefs of Lorrain, through the advice of 
St. Ghiflain and St. A bere her Attend- 
ants, and into which Society only the 
Daughters of Noble-men were admit- 
ted, according to its Primitive Con- 
fticution, a plentiful Endowment be- 
ing allotted proportionable to their 
high Quality. Thefe Ladies were 
oblig’d every day in the Morning de- 
voutly to affift at Mafs in the Church, 
and to fing Hymns at the Canonical 
Hours cloath’d in a Religious Habit ; 
but after Dinner, they put on much 
different Robes, and as if their very 
Perfons were chang‘d with their Garb, 
Sung, Danc’d, and were ufually as gal- 
lant in their Converfation as the moft 
Courtly Dames.  Befides, that they 
were not engag’d as ordinary Nans, 
by a Vow of perpetual Chaftity, but it 
was left to their defcretion cither to 
depart or to marry whenfoever it 
feem’d to them to be convenient. 
The Earls ot Haynaalt are the Patrons 
of this College, and nominate a fit 
Perfon to bear the honourabl Office of 
Lady Abbefs or Governefs, whofe Re- 
putation and Authority wes formerly 
fo great, that when a new Earl came 
to the Succeflion of this Lord{hip, the 
had a right to give to him the potieffion 
of the County, together with the In- 
veltiture of the dignity of an Apbot, 
and other Perquitites which he held 1 
Fee of that Church. On the other fide, 
the Earl was oblig'd by a falemp Oath 
to maintain all the Privileges, \Liber-

ies emi ‘th Stoma Ihe City of Afbus 
was not only co: alti x9 tie Capital 
of the whole Province of Hlaynaxut, by 
an Ordinance of Charles i Great, but 
to thew refpect to the Memory of fo 
many Saints and excellent Perfons that 
had liv'd in thefe Territories, he ere&- 
ed them into a agra County or 
Earldon , and thus, fora long time, 
the City was gov orn'd by its proper 
Lord , commonly calld a Count or 
Earl: However, afterward thefe Prin- 
ves re-aflam’d the ancient Title of Earls 
of Haynaut, who (as it is related by 
the Hiltoriographers of this Country ) 
are defcended in the Female Line, 
from the moft Iilluftrious and Royal 
Race of the fame Emperor Charles 
the Great. 

Ora the 24/7 lay of May , A. D. 
(§72- Count Lodowick or Lewes of Naf- 
faw, the Brother of the Prince of 
Orange, having enter’d into a Confede- 
racy with the Proteftants of Frazee, 
on purpofe to pafs into the Low Coun- 
tries and to furprize the City of Adous, 
put this Enterprizein execution after 
the enfuing manner: On the 224 day 
of the faid Month, in the Evening, 
twelve refolute Soldiers, difguis’d in 
the habit of Merchants, arriv’d there, 
and fitting at Table, enquir'd of their 
Holt, at what time in the Morning the 
Gates of the City were ufuadly open ‘d? 
Who reply’d, that it was done about 
four of the Clock . but in cafe they 
were delirous to depart fooner, it was 
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only requifite to give a piece of Mony 
tothe Porter. Whereupon, thefe Ad- 
venturers rofeup before break of day 
mounted on Horfeback, and being 
come to the Gate defit'd the Porter to 

unlock it, promiling to gratifie him, 
ack he accordinsiy did, but they 
fuddenly flew him , and fnatch’d the 
Keys out of his Hand. In the mean 
while Count Lewes who ftood at 


the 
Gate, expecting when it fhould be 
open’d, rufh’d in, accompanied only. 


with 40 Cavaliers, together with whom 
he march’d directly to the principal 
Avenues and Corners of the Streets, 
where as often as any one open’d a 
Door or Window, they fhot off their 
Piitols, crying out with a loud Voice, 
Liberty, Leberty « granted to you by the 
Prince of Qrange, ye jhall be difcharg'd 
from paying the 1ath Peay, and all other 
Impofts of eke Duke of Alva. Thefe 
Crys continued for the fpace of three 
quarters of aa hour with an hideons 
noe, throughout the Town, as if dome 
thoufands of Men had actuaily enter’d 
therein. But the Connt having, fora 
long time, expected the arrival of the 
reft of his Troops, and perceiving 
that none approach’d, haftily departed 
out of the City to difcover where they 
were lodg’d, more efpecially the Ca- 
valry that lay hidin the Woods. At 
length he found means to introduce 
them within the Walls to the number 
of 500. well arm’d with Harquebulles ; 
then they immediately feiz’d on the 
Town houfe, drew themfelves up in 
Battalia on the Market-place, and eafily 
maiter’d the Citizens, who either 
through aftonifhntenar or the refpect 
which they had for the Count, forbore 
to take up Arms and did not make any 
oppolition : Infomach, that with little 
pains, and without the effufion of 
Blood, 
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Blood, excepting that of the unfortu- 
nate Porter, this ftrong City was 
gain'd, through the dexterity and bold- 
nefs of Count Lewes. 

The Duke of Alva having receiv’d 
Information of thefe Proceedings, at 
firft refus’d to give credit thereto, but 
the News being afterward confirm’d, 
was certified that Count Lemes had 
actually poflefs'd Adons, and taken a 
refolution to defend it: Therefore , 
the faid Duke poftponing all other Af- 
fairs, made Preparations for a Siege, 
and at firft fent thither his Son Don Fre- 
derick of Toledo, to invelt the Place un- 
til he arriv’d there in Perfon with all 
his Forces; which he did foon after, 
and clofely begert it on every fide. 
However, the Proreftants of Fravce 
incontinently fenttothereliet of Count 
Lewes, the Lord of Genlis, togethicr 
with about yooo Men, as well Horfe 
as Foot ; but this Frexch General being 
ignorant of the fituation of the Coun- 
try, for want of a good Guide foon 
fell into the hands of the Spamiards, and 
all kis Troops were defeated. Inthe 
mean while the Prince of Orange hav 
ing levied aconfiderable Army to aflil 
his Brother, and to endeavour to rail 
Alva’s Camp, causd it to pafs the 
Rhine near Doesburg, into the Territo- 
ries of Cleves, and there expected the 
Succours which came from France, ne- 
verthelefs he was notable to profecut 
his Enterprize in regard that the Duke 
was well entrench’d before AZoms, and 
the French Supplies fail’d, by reafon of 
the Maflacre of Paris, which was per- 
petrated during the celebration of the 
Nuptial Solemmities between the King 
of Navarre, afterward King of France, 
and the Daughter of the fame Crown, 
wherein Admiral Coligny was aflaflina- 
ted, together with the other principal 
O fhicers. 
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Therefore , the Prince not being 
able any longer to maintain his Forces, 
difmifs’d the greater part of them, 
and having chofen a feleé& Band on 
which he chiefly confided, pafi'd the 
Rhine and retir'd into Holland, where 
he had been fent for, and impatiently 
expected. But before his departure he 
had written a Letter to his Brother, 
exhorting him to endure an Affault or 
two, and in cafe the Enemy perfifted in 
carrying on the Siege, to procure fair 
and honourable Conditions. Thefe 
Letters were read in a full Council of 
War, coniiting of the principal Offi- 
cers of the Belieged 5 for the Count 
lay fick in Bed, and very much tor- 
mented with a violent Fever, info- 
much, that perceiving all their hopes 
to be fruftrated , they determin’d to 
capitulate; to this end, the Lords 4 
la Nove, Senarpont and Siracowmet, wer 
deputed, and the Duke was thereupon 
extremely well pleas‘d, believing that 
he had gaind fufficient Honour by fab 
duing fuch experienc’d Generals, con- 
fidering alfo, that the advantage of the 
King his Mafter would be farther pro- 
moted with re{pe@ to fo great a num- 
ber of Cities, that daily revolted, and 
which he hop’d, “ere long, to reduce 
to his Obedience. Thus the Articles 
for the furrender were ratified, and 
put in execution on the 21/ day of 
Sepremh. whereby it was agreed, That 
the Gentlemen and Captains, Subjects 
of the King of France, fhould march 
out with their Arms, Baggage, and on- 
ly one Horfe, as alfo the Soldiers with 
their Arms, Ballin their Mouths, and 
lighted Match; .whilft Count Lewes 
was fafely conducted to the Territories 
of Germany.

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Afterward the City of Mons ree 
main’d, fora longtime, under the 
Jurifdidtion of the Kings of Spain, 
although the French, a little betore 
the conclufion of the Treaty of 
Peace in the Year, 1678. endea- 
vour’d to make themfelves Mafters 
thereof, but their Defigns were 
entirely fruftrated by the Guards 
of his moft Excellent Majefty 
King William, then Prince of

HE original and derivation of 
the Name of Namur, the capital 


City of the County, fo call’d, is very 
obicure and uncertain, neverthelefs, 





fome Perfons of great Authority make 
no difficulty to avouch, that it was 
taken from a certain Idol plac’d on the 
top of the Mount where the Gaftle of 
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the fame Place is, at prefent, fituated, 
and that this Statue was erected for the 
God Né or Navn, who there gave 
Anfwerse’t@ thofe tat confulted his 
Ora@le.” Bit, forafuehs as after gihe 
Nativity of our Saviour Jefas Chrift, 
all manner of Jdolatry, Divinations 
and Diabolical Arts were ‘to be abo- 
lifi'd, » theyOracle of this falfe Deity, 
in likemanner, began toiceafe, and the 
famous God Nan became altogether [i- 
lent, which gave occafion to the deno- 
mination of Namur, deriv’d from 
Naw, and the French or Gaulifh word 
Muct fignifying dumb. Others affirm, 
That the Town being at firft built by 
the Romans as it were an impregnable 
Fort, they imposd on it the name of 
Nevas Muarus or Nowveau mur, which 
without much alteration, was after- 
ward chang'd by the Inhabitants into 
that of Namur. Laftly,. Pontus Hen- 
terms is of Opinion, that it was the 
Nemetocenna or Nemetocerna or Ne- 
metacum of Cafar, which is taken for 
Arras by modern Authors... **s> 
However, this City is feated be- 
tween two Hills, on both fides of the 
Sambre, which doththere fall into the 
Mafo or Maes, andadorn’d withtwo 
Stone-Bridgesfover both thefe Rivers.

Mass , is fituate the chief Parochial 
Church, from whence we may infer, 
that the Body of the Town originally 
ftood betwixt the two Rivers juft a- 
bove the Place where their Waters are 
intermixt. Not far from hence, in the 
adjacent Villages of Ardenne and Mor- 
ftier, are two Nunneries of Ladies 
like thofe of Atons, Niville and At- 
beuge, the firft of thefe was founded 
vy Begghe, the Daughter of Pepin the 
Elder, and Wife of Ang:fus, to whom 
Dagobert King of France gave the 
Dutchy of Brabant, and that of Moz- 
fier by St. Gertrude, the Sifter of the 
fame Princefs. 

On the qrb day of February, A D, 
1§71. Namur fotier’d an ineftimable 
Dammage through the inundation of 
the Sambre; for the Waters rofe up 
to an incredible heigith (as it appears 
from certain Marks as yet to be feen on 


_ the Fronts of feveral Houfes) and drove 


before them fo vaft a quantity of Flints, 
under which were alfo found many 
pieces of Silver. of:an ancient Coyn, 
that the Channel-was almoft choak’d, 
anda fmall Ifland was left, which fill 
remains at the confluence of the two 
Rivers. This City hath, for a long 
while, enjoy’d the Title of a County, 
together witha Jurifdicion and Lord- 
of a very large extent: Here is 
alfo holden the Provincial Council, 
from whence lie no Appeals, excepting 
to the Sovereign Court of Afechlin or 
Malines.... Moreover, Namur hath for ~ 
fome time; @btain’d the dignity of an 
Epifcopal See, under'the Metropolitan 
of Cambray, for the Church of S$. Albin 
was 











was erected into a Cathedral by Pope 
Paul 1V. at the folicitation of Philip II. 
King of Spain, A. D. 1556. and the 
firft Bifhop of this Diocefs was Axtony 
Habet of Arras, a Dominican Frier. 
Befides the Cathedral, there is alfo a 
Collegiate Church dedicated to the Vir- 
gin Mary; not to mention another of 
St. Peter, founded in 1202. by Philip 
the Noble Count of Namur, which 
hath been fince united to that of St. Z- 
bin. The Citizens are of a martial 
Difpofition, well vers’din military Af- 
fairs, and extremely loyal to their 


Prince. Their Language is a corrupt 
French , and their Converfation free 
and affable. They are alfo very indu- 


ftrious in fome Trades, although few 
Merchants and Artificers refide among 
them ; and, indeed, Guicciardin aflures 
us, That in his time the City was 
chiefly inhabited by noble Men, and di- 
vers Families which deriv’d their Ori- 
ginal from the Illuftrious Race of Po- 
tent Princes; mneverthelefs, that many 
of them were of a fpurious and illegi 
timate Defcent. 

In the Year, 1§77- Don John of Ax- 
ftria, rode Poft into the Low Coun- 
tries, and was receiv’d as Governor, 
after having caus‘d the Spaniards to re- 
tire as far as the Frontiers, but per- 
ceiving that the Stares General did not 
entirely confide in him, and that on 
the contrary they began to be miftruft- 
ful, by reafon of his correfpondence 
with certain fafpected Perfons, as alfo 
on the account of fome Actions which 
had been perform’d by him, not agree- 
able to their Inclination, he found 
means to feize on the Caftle of Namur, 
for the fecurity of his Perfon, fortified 
the Town, and gather'’d together his 
Garrifons for its defence. Then the 


Arch-duke Ad4atthias being fent for to 
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allume the Adminiftration of the Go- 
vernment, the States upon his Arrival, 
by a publick Proclamation, declar’d 
Don Fohx to be an Enemy to the Coun- 
try, and to oppofe his Defigns, levied 
confiderableForces which were defeated 
nearGemblours,by the Cavalry of the faid 
Don Fohn,who in profecuting the Vito- 
ry,took the fameCity ot Gemblours,toge- 
ther withLouv.sin, Ar{chor,Tilemont, Dieft, 
Lem, and the {mall Village ofS:chenen, He 
alfo made himfelf Mafter of Philipville, 
and receiv’d the Caftle of Limburg upon 
compofition. But the States General 
having recruited their Troops, and 
prepar’d a puiffint Army, under the 
command of the Count of Boffu, and 
the Lord de la Nove form’d a Camp 
near Remenant, in the Province of 
Brabast, In the mean while Don John 
determining to make an Attempt after 
the fame manner as he had done half a 
Year before at Gemblours, unadvifedly 
attack'd the Confederate Army, and 
endeavour'd to force their Camp with 
a finall Bind of Soldiers, being, per- 
haps, induc’d thereto through the 
hopes of meeting with many Friends 
among them: But the fuccefs of his 
fecond Enterprize was very different 
from that of the former; for this 
Prince falling into the Quarter of the 
Englifh and Scots, who lately arriv'd in 
the Field, and joyn’d the Train of Ar- 
tillery which General Creques very op- 
portuncly causd to play on the Ene- 
mies, contrary to his expectation, found 
nothing but Blows, and was oblig’d to 
leave a great number of his Spaniards 
dead on the Plain. The Engisf; and 
Scotch Colonels, Norris and Balfour, 
together with the Soldiers under their 
Command,. bore the firlt fhock with 
admirable Conftancy, and fhew'd ma- 
ny notable Proofs of their undaunteg 
Courage . 
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Courage ; infomuch, that if the 
Count of Boffs had charg’d the 
Spaniards upon their retreat with 
all his Forces (as he had then a 
fair opportunity to do, fince they 
were about four timgs as nume- 
rous as thofe of the Enemies) cer- 
tainly Don John would have been 
taken, and {carcely one of his Re- 
tinue could have efcap’d, {0 that 
this would have been the laft At- 
tempt of the Spaniardsin the Low 
Countries, at leaft, of thofe who 
remain’d there atthat time. This 
Skirmifh happen’d on the 1/ day 
of Auguft, and Don Joha enrag’d at 
his Lofs, retir’d with the refidue of 
his fcatter’d Troops to Namur: 


Not long after he died of thePlague

in his Camp near the fame City, 
and the Count of Boffs being {eiz 
with a violent Fever, expir’d at 
Antwerp onthe 21 ff day of Decem- 
ber next enfuing. 

Aclength, when thefe Commo. 
tions were entirely appeas’d, ‘the 
Inhabitants of Namar, for along 
time enjoy’d a profound Peace, une 
derthe dominion of the Spaniards ; 
but they have had a fhare in the pre» 
fent Calamities of the Low Coun- 
tries, and have been often infefted 
through the Incurfionsofthe French 
King’s Troops, who hath lately laid 
a formal Siege to their City, and 
made himfelf Mafter thereof on the 
3d day of Fane, A. D. 1692. 
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LIEGE; 


IEGE, in Latin Leodium, the Germans, is the Metropolis of a 
Leodicum & Legia (asitis Bifhoprick and Territory of the fame 
exprefs’d in the Records of Name, being diftant only Three Ger- 
the middle Age) called alfo man Miles from Maeftricht to the fouth; 


Luyck by the Inhabitants and Lartich by Five from Aixla Chapelle, or Aken; 
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Ten from Logv.in and Fifteen from 
Colentothe Weit. It is fituated in the 
Latitude of 50 Degrees and 40 Mi- 
nutes, and the Longitude of 28 De- 
grees, onthe River acs, that hath 
not on its Banks any other Town of a 
larger Compafs nor more populous , 
and ina very pleafant Valley, encom- 
pafsid with Hills and Woods. The 
Streams of the A4aes are conveyed into 
it through Two Channels, making di- 
vers fmall Iflends ; befides thofe of the 
Legie and three other Rivulets, viz. the 
Vie, the Vefe and the Ambluar, which 
_ taking their rife in the Foreft of r- 
denne, fall intothe A@aes near this Place, 
and are fallof excellent Fifhes, more 
efpecially the Ure, which affords feveral 
forts in great abundance, the chief 
whereof are thofe namud Urivs, of a 
moft delicious Tafte. Moreover there 
is fo great a number of Springs of 
clear Water that (as Guicciarain aflures 
us) almoft every Houfe is fupplied 
with one, and fome have Two or 
Three within their Walls. In fine, 
the adjacent Country is fo fertile in 
Corn, Grapes, Apples, Nuts, and all 
kinds of other Fruits, that it may even 
contend with that of Sicily. 

This Country (as we are inform’d 
by Julians Cafar, in his*Commentaries) 
was herctofore the Seat of the Eburones, 
an ancient People, whobeing excited 
by their General Ambiorix, flew Corta 
and Sabinws, two of the faid Cafar’s 
Lieutenants in ambufcade, cutting off, 
at the fame time a Legion and Five Co- 
horts or Companics of Roman Soldiers, 
that remain’d there in Garrifon, which 
gave occafion to Hubert Thomas, the 
learned Secretary of Friderick Elector 
Palatine to affirm, That the City. of 
Liege was fo called from the Maffacre 
of this Legion: And that Ambiorix was 


its proper Founder, who for his Trea- 
cherous Practices and Ingratitude was 
afierward fo clofely purfued by Ce/ar, 
that he never left off until he had 
caufed him tobe put toDeath. Others 
are of opinion that the fame City took 
its Name from the-fmall River Legie 
or Liege, which fpringing forth near 
the Village Ans , and continuing its 
courfe for the fpace of about. Three 
Leagues, empties it felf into the 77a” 
near this Place. 

However, it is at prefent a Free Im- 
perial City of Germany in the Circle of 
Weftphalia, tho’ annexed to the Low- 
Countries under the Protection of its 
own Bilfhop, who governs the Iphabi- 
tants as well with Temporal as Spiri- 
tual Authority, being alto their Prince; 
yet they enjoy fuch ample Privileges 
and Immunities, that the Form of Go- 
vernment icemsto partake more of a 
Common - wealth than a Principality. 
But the Extent of the City it felf is fo 
large, that within its Wals are in- 
clos’d divers high Hills, befet with 
Vines and verdant Valleys, water’d 
with many clear Brooks, infomuchthat 
Monfieur D? Argenton (not without 
good Grounds) compar’d it to that of 
Reucn in France, foppofing it to be ex- 
tended about four /talian Miles in com- 
pafs... It is alfo adorn’d with many 
ftatély Bridges and publick Edifices 
built of Stone, particularly the Epifco- 
pal Palace,founded by Everard de Mar- 
ca Cardinal and Bifhop of Liege. The 
Honfes are in like manner fair, and the 
Churches extremely magnificent, being 
about 1cq@ in number, in comprifing 
thofe that ftand without the Walls, be- 
fides many Abbies and Monafteries for 
Religious Perfons of both Sexes. But 


the Cathedral, dedicated to S. Lambert, 
isanoble Pile of Building, and more 


efpecially . 











efpecially remarkable for its Chapter, 
into which no Canon can be admitted, 
unlefs he be defcended of a Noble Fa- 


mily, or hath attain’d to the Degree of 


a Doétor ; neverthelefs, thefe Canons 
are allow'd to lay afide their Habit and 
marry, provided that they have not 
-entred into the Order of Priefthood. 
The Epifcopal fee, which had been 
at firft eftablifh’'d at Tongres, was af- 
terwardsremov’dto Aacftricht, and at 
length tranflated to Liege by S. Hubert, 
Son to Bertrand Duke of Aquitaine, and 
the Succeffor of $, Lambert Martyr. 
The Bifhop of this Diocefs is ufually 
ele€ted by the Chapter of the Church 
of §. Lambert, and confirm’d by the 
Pope’s Authority. He is alfo (as it 
hath been already obferv'd) a Prince 
of the Empire, and aflumes the Titles 
of Duke of Bovillion, Marquefs of 
Francimont, Count of Loots, Has- 
bain, &c. His ordinary Revenues a- 
mount to above 30cco Ducats, be- 
fides extraordinary Subjidies and Aids, 
which may be levied by him on any 
emergent occafion. The Emperor, 
Henry \V. died at Liege, A. D. 1106. 
and Pape Jnmcent I. came thither in 
the Month of Marco A133. where he 
held a Council re-eftablifh’d Ocbobifhop 
of Halberfade , anc crowned the Em- 
peror Lorharius Il. in the Cathedral of 
S. Lambert. This City hath formerly 
fuffer’d much Dammage throngh the 
Incurfions of the Normans, and one of 
the Dukes of Brzbant having made 
himfelf Mafter thereof, on Afcenfion- 
dey, May 3.1212. pillaged it 6 Days 
together. In the XV. Century the 


Ele&tion of ‘Bifhops caus'd great Com- 
motions therein, when the Inhabitants 
denounce’d War againft Fobr of Bava- 
ria, who ha‘ for a long while govern’d 
the Diocefs, altho not ordain’d a Pricft, 
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and befieged him in Adgefricht, yntil 
Fohn Duke of Burgundy coming to his 
Afliftance, flew 36000. of them in a 
bloody Battel, in 1409. obliged the 
others to fubmit, and entring into the 
City, caus’d the chief of thofe thar 
had revolted to be caft into the. River 
Maes 

_ ‘However Liege was foon reftor'd to 
its former State until Charles Duke of 
Burgundy took it a fecond Time, A. D, 
1468. his Soldiers committing horrible 
Outrages among the Citizens, who al- 
ways bore an implacable Hatred againft 
the Houfe of Burgundy; neverthelefs, 
the fame Duke Charles being afterward 
reconcil’d to them, and to make fome 
amends for their Lofles (according to 
the Report of Guicciardin)) among 
other things, prefented to the Cathe- 
dral-Church, a large Image of S George 
on Horfe- back,made altogether of pure 
Gold. Moreover, the City hath been ill 
treated not long fince by itsBifhops and 
the French having furpriz’d it in 1675. 
demolifh’d the Caftle the enfuing Year. 
And indeed the Differences between the 
Inhabitants and their Prelares, in the 
prefent Age, are fufficiently known. 
The Chapter of Liege, (as it hath been 
already declar’d) is one of the mcft 
famous throughout Chriflendom, as be- 
ing composd of Princes, Cardinals and 
other Perfons of very great Quality 
or Learning. The Baron of Elderen, 
Great Dean of the Cathedral, was 
with much difficulty elected Px fhop and 
Prince of Liege, Avg. 17. 1638. in op- 
pofitian to Prince Wiliam Cardinal of 
Fuftemberg, who had adher’d to the 
French Fation : And no fefs Stirs have 
very Jately hgppen‘d on the like occa- 
fion, when che Eleéction fell between the 
Elector of Colen and the Grand Mafter 
of the Tewtonsch Order. 
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HE Town of Piedmont, call’d in 

Latin Cuneum,Cuneo by the Inhabi- 
tants, and Coni by the French, ftands 
ona Hill, almoft at the confluence of 
two fmall Rivers nam’d Geffe and Stare, 
in the Latitude of 44. Degrees and the 
Longitude of 29 Degrees and 30 Mi- 
nutes. It was built inthe Year 1150. 
and is diftant 11 Miles from Foffano to 
the South, and as many from Saluces, 
The Situation of this Town renders it 
naturally ftrong ; befides that, it hath 
been well fortified with a Citadel ,which 
is now demolifh’d, divers Baftions and 
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other regular Works: Infomuch that - 
it heretofore withftood the Army of 
Francis 1, King of France, but was ta- 
ken after a vigorous Defence by that of 
Lewes XIII. under the Command of the 
Count de Harcourt, A.D. 1641. Howe 


ever, the prefent French King, Lewes 
XIV. was not fo fuccefsful Fifty Years 
after, viz. in 1691. fince he was con- 
ftrain’d to raife the Siege, Moreover 
the Place is as yet confiderable, on the 
account of its Traffick, and remains 
under the Jurifdiction of the Duke of 
Savoy. 
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OUDENARD. 


UDENARD, in Latin Alde- 

narda, was focalled, as it were 
Oude Narven, that is to fay, the ancient 
Wervians, in regard that it feems to 
have been the Seat of this Nation; 
.where Ambiorix heretofore fuddenly 
defeated the Army of Quintus Cicero, 
It is fituated on the River Scheld, which 
divides it, into two Parts, in the Lati- 
tude of 50 Degrees 56. Minutes, and 
the Longitude of 24 Degrees 52 Mi- 
nutes, about feven Leagues from 7oxr- 
nay, almoft in the midit between that 
and Gaunt; being efteem’d as one of 
the faireft Towns in the Province 
of Flanders: And indeed it hath been 
for a long time famous on the ac- 
count of its Traffick, more efpecially 
for Tapiftry and the fineft fort of Lin- 
nen here made in great Quantities: It 
is alfo a Place of confiderable Strength, 
being fortified with a Caftle, join’d to 
the Town by a Bridge over the River, 
a {trong Wall, and diver regular Out- 
works, altho’ it is commanded by an 
high Hill on the Side toward los, 
which Inconvenience takes away very 
much from its otherwife advantagious 
Situation. 

Some Authors are of Opinion, That 
this Town took its rife from a certain 
Fortrefs built on the Scheld by the Huns 
about the Year of our Lord 411. And 
others add, That being raz‘d during 
the Wars.of the Goths, A.C. 489, it 
was made a ftrong Hold againft the 
Vandals, who pollefs’d the City of 


Gaunt, Since which Time it was main- 
tain’d by the Earls of Flanders againt 
the the Rebels of the fame City,, ne- 
verthele{s they furpriz’d and pillag’d 
ir, A.C.1379. to revenge the Inju- 
ries that had been done to them by 
Lewes de Mae. The Catftellany of 
Oxudenard contains 33 Villages, and 
among them the Abbey of, Eembame, 
founded in 1063. by Baldwin of L'Ifle, 
a Monaftery of Nuns of the Order of 
S. Bernard, a College of Canons at 
Heine, &c. This was alfo the Place of 
Nativity of Margaret Dutchefs of 
Parma, the Mother of that renowned 
General of the Spani{h Forces, Alexan- 
der Farnefe, Prince of Parma and Pla- 
Centta. 

Inthe Year 1484. Philip of Cleves, 
Lord of Raveftein, having rais’d di- 
vers Companies of Foot and Troops of 
Horfe, inthe Name of the Archduke 
Maximilian, fecretly condu&ed them 
to Oudenard, and placd them in Am- 
bufcade near the Walls: On the next 
Day, being difguis’d in the Habit of a 
Falconer, and attended with fome of 
his Servants, he came to the Town, 
feigning to fearch for certain Falcons 
which had then efcap'd out of their 
Hands; whereupon, at their Entrance, 
they made themfelves Mafters of the 
Gate, and were foon affifted by the 
Soldiers that layin Ambufh. Thus the 
Place was taken through Subtily, with- 
out ftriking fo much as one Blow, and 
the Archduke caus’d it to be fecur’d by 


us 
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, fulicient Garrifon. In 1567. Cap- 
tain Blommart found means to fun prize 
this Town, and oblig’d the Governour, 
topether with fome others, to r@treat 
into the Caftle, where, refufing to far- 
render himfelf, he was fhot with an 
Harquebufs, and caft out of a Win- 
dow into the River. Then were the 
Churches and Monafteries plunder’d, 
and all the Revenues of the Clergy 
confifcated. In 1582. Oxdenard was be- 
fieged by the Prince of Parma, for the 
{pace of aJmoft Three Months, during 
which the Garrifon and Inhabitants va- 
liantly defended themfelves, expecting 
the Succours which had been promis’d 
by the Duke of Anjou, but at length 
were compell’d to furrender, and ob- 
tain‘d very honourable Conditions, vz. 
That the Burghers, to avoid being 


pillaged, fhould pay the Sum of Thir- 
ty thoufand Florins, within Six Weeks; 





that the term of one Year fhould be 
allow’d to thofe that were defirous to 
abandon the Town, for the Selling off 
their Goods; and that the Soldiers 
fhowld march out with Colours flying, 
Arms and Baggage, and fhould be per- 
mitted to depart wherefoever they 
thought fit. 

The fame Town was taken by the 
French, A. D.1658. and reftored to 
the Spaniards by vertue of the Pyrenean 
Treaty. Afterward it was regain'd 
by the former, in the Campaign of the 
Year 1667. and yielded up to them in 
the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle. Then 
it was in vain befieg’d by the Confede- 
rate Forcesin 1674. and at laft deli- 
ver’d a fecond Time into the Hands of 
the King of Spain, the prefent Poffeffor 
thereof, conformably to the Articles of 
the Treaty of Peace concluded at Ni- 
mucgen i 1679.

Afterward the Duke of Anguien , 
having defeated the Bavarian Forces 
at Friburg, took Spire and Philipsburg in 
the Month of September, A. D. 1644. 
However, atlength, the Germans and 
their Allies, who had fora long while 
block’dit up, laida formal Siege there- 
to, Alay 16.1676. and made them- 
felves Mafters of the Place on the 17th 
of September acxtenfuing. It was alfo 
yielded up to the Emperor by vertue of 
the Treaty of Peace concluded at Nj- 
mucguen in 1679. and exchang’d for 
Frivarg in Brifgaw. - But it was again 
inveited by the Frexch Troops on the 
27th Day of September, A. D. 1688. 
Lewes of PLonrbon, the Dauphin,. ar- 
rivdin their Camp, where he made 
his firft Campagn on the 6th of Offo- 
ber, and Phi. ipsburg was furrendred on 
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the firft of Noversber, altho” perhaps it 
might well have fuftain’d a longer 
Siege. The prefent French King, 
Lewes XIV. hath formerly, and of late 
beftow’d much Coft in caufing it to be 
regularly fortified , and indeed hath 
made it a Place of very great Impor- 
tance; for it is defended with Seven 
Baftions, divers Half-Moons, buile on 
the Paflages through which it is ac- 
ceflible, and Courtines, almolt all 
whereof have Ravelins before them, 
a Horn-work that ftands about Twenty 
Yards from the Rhine, together with a 
Crown-work 5 belides {trong Walls, 
deep Ditches, firm Ramparts, Cc.
